CONTRARY TO WHAT VALDES SAID ( REFTEL) US IS SPECIFICALLY CRITICIZED 
FOR ITS TRADE POLICY TOWARD LA IN PARA 63. ONCE COPY OF FINAL REPORT 
BEING SENT TO QUITO C / O MYLES GREENE, WHILE ADDITIONAL COPIES WILL 
BE AVAILABLE IN QUITO FROM MRS. JACKSON, CHIEF OF ECLA DOCUMENTS

PRESENT STATUS OF INSTITUTE, IGLESIAS PREFERRED THAT TOPIC NOT 
BE DISCUSSED IN DETAIL AT QUITO MEETINGS BECAUSE MEMBER 
GOVERNMENTS 

NOT READY TO CONSIDER MATTER. RATHER, IGLESIAS PROPOSED THAT 
ECLAS CONVENE SEPARATE MEETING IN NEW YORK LATER IN 1973 TO DISCUSS 
FUTURE ROLE AND FINANCING OF ILPES. 

7. BILATERAL DISCUSSIONS. IGLESIAS HOPED TO HAVE SEPARATE DISCUSSIONS 
WITH HEADS OF DELEGATIONS. HE SAID THAT JORGE VITERI, HIS CHEF OF 
CABINET, WOULD BE MAJOR LIAISON OFFICER WITH DELEGATIONS.
